WASHINGTON, Feb. 5 (AP)— 
Democrats today accused Senator 
Taft (Rep.), Ohio, of defending “a 
dead horse” in his support of the 
Taft-Hartley labor law. 

They said Taft’s predictions that 
many of the act's provisions will 
be written into a new law are not 
true, 

Further, Senator Pepper (Dem.), 


Florida, said at a Senate Labor 
Committee hearing, “Republicans 
who follow the leadership of the 
Senator from Ohio will condemn 
themselves” to political defeats. 

Accusations flew thick and fast 
at the hearing, with Ludwig Tel- 
ler, a New York labor relations 
attorney, the target of heated 
Democratic questions. 

The storm arose after Teller 
backed the Taft-Hartley law, call- 
ing it a “fair, forward step.” Con- 
versely, he said- the Truman Ad- 
ministration labor bill, on which 
the committee is holding hear- 
ings, is “a long, backward step” 
in labor-management relations. 

Taft Defends Witness. 

Taft vigorously defended Teller, 
accusing Democrats on the com- 
mittee of “trying to blackguard 
the witness” through their ques- 
tions.

Plans Prepared for 11 
Separations on Missouri 
Pacific—Wabash Pro}- 
ects Studied. 


Engineers for the city will begin 
Monday to survey the railroad 
grade crossings in the city and to 
prepare plans for grade separa- 
tions, President Milton M. Kinsey 
of the Board of Public Service 
said today, 

The survey and the preparation 
of plans to eliminate grade cross- 
ings was ordered by Mayor Aloys 
P. Kaufmann, who said the cross- 
ings constitute a hazard to life 
and an impediment to traffic. 

Meanwhile, Kinsey revealed that 
preliminary plans had been de- 
veloped by engineers in his de- 
partment for the elimination of 
11 grade crossings on the Missouri 
Pacific lines within the city and 
that preliminary studies had been 
undertaken looking to eliminating 
four crossings along the Wabash 
tracks. 

Plans are complete for the pro- 
posed separation of grades of the 
Missouri Pacific tracks and South 
Broadway at Tesson street, he 
said, and the plans had been ap- 
proved by the railroad, the city 
and the United States Public Roads 
Administration. A federal grant 
of $687,000 has been sought but 
has not been obtained because 
there have been no congressional 
appropriations for the purposes, 


he said. 

The city, the state and the rail- 
road are in agreement on plans 
for a proposed grade separation 
at Third and Poplar streets and 
have sought a federal grant of 
$718,000 for the purpose. This, too, 
is held up because there are no 
funds available, he said. 

The city and the railroad are 
also in “substantial agreement” on 
plans for an underpass at the Mis- 
souri Pacifie tracks and Fyler 
avenue and for the elimination of 
two cros s at McCausland ave- 
nue and uthwest avenue, he 
added. 

Preliminary studies have been

Editor Says It Revolts 
Reasoning, Has ‘Patho- 
logical Characterists’ of 
Red System. 


VATICAN CITY, Feb. 5 (AP)— 
The Vatican newspaper Osserva- 
tore Romano said today the Buda- 
pest trial of Cardinal Josef Minds- 
zenty “revolts the reasoning and 
the conscience of the world.” 
Editor Count Gieuseppe Dalla 
Torre wrote: 

is event has not precedent in 
any political trial in history” ex- 
cept in Communist proceedings.

. to admit now 
everything, when to yield would 
not have been more harmful than 
to resist. 

“The Cardinal resisted all threats 
while he was fighting his battle 
and even when he was near the 


This end of his resistance. If stronger, 


unshakable and unvanquished 
morally, he was materially weaker 
in front of the omnipotent might 
of the State. He knew that he 
would not be vanquished but sim- 
ply eliminated.» 
Now, this man knew all this 
beforehand.

The Brussels pact countries 
want as many other European 
countries as possible to join them 
in the project.

Dissension, Over Oil. 

Iran has been torn by political 
dissension as a result of its oil 
and has been an important battle- 
ground in the Hast-West cold war. 
Leftist political factions have fav- 
ored granting oil concessions to 
the Soviet Union. Russia has been 
demanding such concessions, but 
the anti-Soviet group in Iran has 
firmly resisted the demands. The 
British-owned Anglo-Iranian oil 
company is the only one now 
drawing oil from the Iranian 
fields.

The soldier was identified 
as Grover E. Rawlins of New 
Straitsville. The third man was 
not named. 

Brown quoted Dodds as saying 
he knew Miss Gifford through her 
church work in the New Straits- 
ville area. First degree murder 
charges have been filed against 
Dodds and Rawlins.

Under the 
existing arrangement 5-cent busses 
operate between the Lindell-Kings- 
highway circle, opposite Hotel 
Chase, to the museum between 2 
p.m. and 10 p.m. only. The mu- 
seum is open from 10 a.m. to 10 


p.m. 

Thomas’ P. Bedford, assistant 
operating manager of Public Serv- 
ice Co., said the utility had been 
observing museum attendance 
closely but had not yet been con- 
vinced of the need to extend the 
bus schedule. 

No Morning Busses. 


No special busses will run today 
or tomorrow before 2 p.m., he 
said, but as many extra busses as 
ne needed to accommodate wait- 
ing crowds will be provided from 
2 p.m. to 10 p.m. tomorrow. Bed- 
ford mentioned the Hampton bus 
line, a two-way route through the 
park, as another means of easing 
the problem. 

Hampton busses deposit passen- 
gers at the foot of Art Hill near 
the Zoo’s bear pits. Bedford esti- 
mated the uphill climb to the mu- 
seum as about three-tenths of a 
mile. 

Rathbone’s statement, issued 
late yesterday, follows, in part:

I picked up 
several in my own car and tried 
to explain to the rest. 

“How many more persons came 
and waited during the following 
five hours is anybody's guess.

Aviation Has Not De- 
veloped on Schedule— 
Delay in Projects May 
Be Proposed.

A restudy of the 1943 program 
for the development of major air- 
ports was requested yesterday by 
the Municipal Airport Commission 
because the postwar development 
of aviation has not reached the 
proportion: anticipated when the 
program was adopted. 

The commission asked the en- 
gineering firm of Horner & Shif- 
rin to review the program and to 
recommend a new time schedule 
for the development: of Lambert- 
St. Louis Field and the proposed 
construction of the second major 
airport at Columbia Bottoms.

Against TVA Steam Plants 


(TELEGRAM) 
To ti Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Life Jan. 24 criticism of 
the nation’s editorial writers states that 
the reason the editorial plea for econ- 
omy won't be heeded is “lack of spe- 
cific advice on what, where, why. Bud- 
gets can only be cut in detail.” 

Timeliness suggests that one of first 
places where spending can well be cut is 
in the TVA request for funds to build a 
steam generating plant at New Johnson- 
ville, Tenn. The Federal Government 
plans initially spending $54,000,000 for 
the steam plant, with ultimate cost prob- 
ably $200,000,000. 

This would be the first steam plant 
constructed by the Federal Government 
any time, any place, for commercial 
purposes. If it is built, the Federal Gov- 
erument assumes a new function and 
will be in the electric business outright. 


La proposed steam plant is no dif- 
ferent from the proposed steel plant. 
The Federal Government now pro- 
duces hydroelectric power only, I repeat 
only, as a by-product to the proper func- 
tions of flood control, navigation, rec- 
lamation. If the TVA steam plant were 
authorized, a new pattern would be set 
and the Government could build others 
any place. And these, along with trans- 
mission lines, would open the door to 
enormous federal spending. As a mat- 
ter of fact, plans for other steam plan 
are already announced. : 


We contend the area can get the nec- 
essary steam capacity without federal 
appropriations. Alternatives are: (1) in- 
dustries in the federally favored TVA 
area can build their own capacity as they 
do elsewhere; (2) TVA can purchase 
power from neighboring private compan-

Spotlight on Insurance 
Pressure undoubtedly will be brought against 
Ahe resolution for a joint congressional investi- 


In the interest of protecting the depositor and 
the investor, both the national banking system 
and the | and exchange business are 
regulated by the Federal Government. Yet 
though life insurance has become a gigantic loan 
and investment business, it has only such regu- 
lation as is provided by state administration, 
which, as everyone knows, is frequently very lax. 

A few facts will make it abundantly clear how 
deep insurance companies are in the investment 
business. In the last 10 years insurance com- 
panies have increased their assets many times. 
The five largest life companies in the New York 
area have an income each year of five billion 
dollars. These companies are the largest owners 
of railroad securities. One of them is the largest 
single owner of farm land in the country. 

These facts lead Representative Celler to this 
conclusion: 


The insurance companies have a concen- 
tration of econo power, with self- 
tion in of their directors and 
officers, together with a tangled web of in- 
terlocking directorates, that enable the com- 
panies to formulate a financial policy 
stronger than the policy of the national 
Government itself. 7 


Certainly if the insurance companies are to be 
big financiers, influeneing and giving shape to 
the investment business, they should accept reg- 
ulation which protects the nation against misuse 
of concentrated power. The companies should 
not be allowed to hide their financial operations 
and influences behind the many and diffuse 
cloaks of state regulation. 

Forty years ago Charles Evans Hughes made 
history as counsel for the Armstrong investiga- 
tion into the biggest insurance companies of the 
time. Out of his disclosures of bad not to say 
scandalous practices came reforms for which the 
life insurance companies themselves were soon 
grateful. 

When Hughes examined the insurance execu- 
tives in 1905, the total life insurance in force in 


the United States was about 12 billion dollars. : 


In 1947 it was 188 billion—15 times as much. 
The growth of the business alone is cause for an- 
other fact-finding inquiry. 

Under the resolution of Celler and McCarran, 
the congressional investigation would be con- 
ducted by six members of the two judiciary 
committees, their report to be submitted by 
June 30. It could be one of the most important 
domestic works of the new Congress.

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A DP Act That Doesn't Work 


A Displaced Persons Act which the Eightieth 
Congress passed last year was wrong to begin 
with. It contained restrictions discriminating 
unfairly against Jews and Catholics. These re- 
strictions have proved to be as unworkable as 
they were unjust, and the Displaced Persons 
Commission is denouncing them to Congress. 

Together with other arbitrary limitations re- 
quiring that a certain percentage be agricultural 
workers and setting up unnecessarily harsh 
measures to insure that no DP will become a 
charge on the public, the hobbles on the act 
have pretty effectively prevented it from get- 
ting anywhere. * 

In six months, only 2499 persons have been 
admitted, and when the burdensome require- 
ments of the act are examined the wonder is, 
not that there have been so few, but that there 
have been so many. 

For the sake of the suffering DPs, and for 
the sake of administrative common sense, the 
Eighty-first Congress cannot fail to strike off 
the hobbles from this act and let the commis- 
sion get to work.

Well, such are the risks of governing demo- 
eratically. This nation has run them before, as 
when it adopted the direct election of Senators. 
It will run them again. The existence of Ran- 


‘kins and of ravenous pressure groups does not 


justify the restoration of attocratic power to the 
Rules Committee. Without that means to avoid 
having to stand up and be counted, Congress- 
men will simply have to get calcium in their 
backbones. 

Their leaders, however, are worried. So they 
rest their hope of preventing prodigal gestures 
less upon backbones than upon the dread of rais- 
ing taxes, which also walks with every Céngress- 
man. 

Instead of using the threat as a spine-stiffener, 
mighty’t Congress go ahead and raise taxes just 
because it’s a good thing to do in a time of pros- 
perity and towering national debt? Democrats 
have their cue from President Truman, who asks 
for increases even if on rather too narrow a 
base. Republicans have theirs from Gov. Dewey. 
New York State’s need is less urgent than that 
of the Federal Government, but he is asking’ his 
Legislature to approve a large and broad-based 
tax increase. 

Once Congress screwed up its courage and fol- 
Iqwed these cues, the downing of temptations to 
throw away money should be a cinch.

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The Key Will Be Under the Mat 


Leaving the key in the ignition switeh of an 
unattended automobile is a violation of state 
law and encourages theft, as Circuit Judge 
Joseph J. Ward observed in passing on a case 
of larceny. What, however, does that do to the 
well-nigh universal custom of leaving the keys 
on top of the sun visor? Everybody knows 
they’re probably there, so doesn’t that encour- 
age theft, too? 

Furthermore, what about those popular reposi- 
tories for the key to the house—the milk bottle, 
the mail box, and under the mat? What about 
the prevailing custom among men of keeping 
the billfold in the right rear pocket? Isn't it a 
standing invitation (seated, of course, it’s more 
difficult) for the pickpocket to go into action?

At any rate 
it had better be, for we have noticed that when 
law and custom. come into conflict, violations of 
the law have a way of becoming customary.

A Statement by the Tennessee Valley Authority 


Private utilities say TVA can purchase 
power from neighboring private companies 
which are continuously increasing capacity. 
The private utilities are having a difficult 
time supplying the needs of their own cus- 
tomers. It is debatable whether their new 
construction can keep up with their own 
growing demands. Assuming, however, that 
they would have sufficient capacity for 
export, the plan fails because of the 
cockeyed engineering involved. Construc- 
tion of transmission lines for distances of 
100, 150 or more miles to bring in this 
power would make its cost prohibitive. 


Why should the people in the Tennessee 
Valley area be forced to go outside the 
area for high-priced power when it can be 
generated in their own area at much less 
cost?

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5 (AP)— 
Senate Democrats agreed unani- 
mously today to oppose a Repub- 
lican move to force a showdown 
Monday on a filibuster-killing 
rules change. 

Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
came out of a closed party caucus 


to tell reporters that the Demo- 
crats had pledged themselves on 
a show of hands to vote against a 
motion by Senator Knowland 
(Rep.), California. 

Knowland moved to take away 
from the Rules Committee and 
place on the Senate calendar a 
resolution under which two thirds 
of the voting could limit 
debate at any time. 

Under present rules, such a gag 
can be applied only when a Dill 
actually is before the Senate. The 
rule does not apply to motions 
or other actions. 

Knowland has contended that 
the only way the Senate can avoid 


filibustering civil rights 
legislation is to change its rules. 
Action Likely Wednesday. 

Byrd said the Democrats decided 
to let the Rules Committee move 
in its own time to bring out a 
rules change resolution. 

It is the general understanding, 
Byrd said, that the committee may 
approve Wednesday a resolution 
altering the rules to let a two- 
thirds vote curb debate at any 
time. 

Since the Democrats outnumber 
the Republicans 54 to 42 in the 
Senate, unanimous Democratic op- 
position to Knowland's motion 
would kill it.

Soviet Warns 


Swedes Over 
Atlantic Pact 


Would View Adher- 
ence ‘Aggressive,’ 
Observer Says.

HERE have been two major 
T events during the last week— 
Josef Stalin’s “peace offensive” 

and the decision by Norway to 
consider joining the North Atlan- 
tic Pact, thus refusing to knuckle 
under to Soviet pressure. The 
meaning of these conspicuous 
events can be better understood 
against the background of what 
has been happening, most incon- 
spicuously, in Carlsbad, Czecho- 
slovakia, and Stockholm, Sweden. 

The pressure which the Soviets 
applied to Norway took the form 
of an official note addressed to 
the Norwegian foreign office. The 
note was in effect a formal warn- 
ing to Norway not to join the 
North Atlantic Pact, a warning 
which the Norwegians have cour- 
ageously disregarded. It can now 
be reported on good authority that 
a less formal but much more 
tough and specific warning has 
also been delivered to the Swedes. 

Soviet representatives in Stock- 
holm have bluntly told the Swedes 
that Swedish adherence to the At- 
lantic Pact would be regarded in 
Moscow as an “aggressive act.” 
Moreover, the Russians have 
warned that the most probable 
Soviet reaction to this aggressive 
act would be full Soviet occupa- 
tion of Finland. 

Stockholm Seriously Affected. 

There is no solid information to 
indicate that any actual prepara- 
tions have been made by the Rus- 
sians to carry out this threat. 
Few preparations would be neces- 
sary, to be sure, since by the 
terms of the peace treaty the 
Russians already have a military 
stranglehold on Finland. But the 
threat is taken so seriously in 
Stockholm that the Swedes deeply 
fear that independent Norwegian 
adherence to the pact, which now

ATHENS, Feb. 5 (AP)—A major 
shakeup of Communist guerrilla 
leadership in the three-year civil 
war against the Greek Govern- 
ment has taken place. An under- 
ground radio announcement said 
the guerrilla chief, Markos Vafi- 
ades, has been relieved of his po- 
litical leadership. 

A spokesman for the Greek 
Army general staff said the broad- 
cast, late yesterday from the “Free 
Greece” radio, supported Army 
suspicions that Markos had been 
executed for failing to “conquer 
Greece.” 

Alexander Papagos, generalis- 
simo of the Greek armed forces, 
said he interpreted the broadcast 
to mean Markos—who preferred to 
be known by this single name— 
also had been dismissed as com- 
mander of the Communist-backed 
rebel forces. He said he could not 
confirm that Markos had been 
killed, but he said the annonce- 
ment clearly indicated he was 
“finished.” 

Called “Obviously a Purge.” 

Foreign Minister Constantine 
Tsaldaris said “obviously there is 
a purge in the leadership of the 
Communist party.” 

Greek Government circles said 
they consider the action against 
Markos a result of the conflict 
between the Cominform and Mar- 
Shal Josip (Tito) Broz of Yugo- 
slavia. They said the Cominform 
now has put the Greek Communist 
party under its complete domin- 
ation. 

The rebels’ radio announced 
that Markos, a long-time Commu- 
nist, had been “seriously ill” for 
several months and could not 
“carry out important ‘tasks as- 
sign him.” It said the central 
committee. of the Greek Commu- 
nist party, at a meeting on Mount 
Grammos on Jan. 31 “relieved” 
him of his political responsibilities. 

Gy Vontitsios, who goes by the 
name of Gen. Goussias, was re- 
ported here to have succeeded 
Markos as guerrilla commander. 
He is understood to have been ex- 
ercising the duties of commander 
since last August, when, according 
to reliable but unconfirmed re- 
ports, Markos was wounded. 

On the agenda of the meeting, 
the announcement added, was a 
discussion of the opportunist 
rightist movement in the Commu- 
nist party.”

He said she is the wife 
of Petros Rousos, Foreign Minis- 
ter in the so-called guerrilla gov- 
ernment, who was listed as one of 
the four “reserve” Politburo mem- 
bers.) 

The guerrilla announcement 
came as the Greek Parliament 
gave the new coalition Govert 
ment of the aged Premier The- 
mistokles Sophoulis a strong vote 
of confidence.

Parliament also agreed to sus- 
pend until June 1. The Cabinet, 
composed of five parties, is expect- 
ed to assume legislative authority 
in the interim while it concen- 
trates once again on wiping out 
the Communist rebellion. 

A little more than a week ago 
the rebels’ radio broadcast peace 
proposals which included the con- 
dition that United States military 
assistance be ended. 

The Government rejected them 
as “sheer propaganda.”

CHURCH TO PROCEED . 
WITH MERGER PROIECT 


Congregational Christians 
for Union With Evangel- 
ical and Reformed Body. 


CLEVELAND,» Feb. 5 (AP) — 
The Congregational Christian 
Church General Council voted to- 
day to proceed with a merger 
with. the Evangelical and Re- 
formed Church. The council's 929 
voting delegates favored the union 
757 to 172. 

The two denominations have a 
membership of nearly 2,000,000 
persons. The combined churches 
would be known as the United 
Church of Christ. 

Opponents of the merger had 

attempted to block the union on 
the ground the council had no 
authority to act. This move was 
beaten by a decisive vote yester- 
day. 
The Rev. James W. Fifield Jr, 
of Los Angeles, a leader of the 
anti-merger group, said a meeting 
would be held later today to dis- 
cuss steps to be taken by con- 
gregations opposing the union. He 
said legal action might be consid- 
ered, 

Today's vote came on a recom- 
mendation by the church’s com- 
mission on inter-church unity that 
the council declare a sufficient 
percentage of churches in the de- 
nomination had approved the 
plan, and that consummation of 
the union was warranted. 

When the general council voted 
1000 to 12 in Oberlin, O., last June 
in favor of the merger, it decided 
to seek confirmation from 75 per 
cent of its churches by Jan. 1. 
Last June the percentage was 65.5, 
and by Jan. 1 it was between 
72 and 73 per cent. The current 
special meeting of the council 
was held to determine whether to 
proceed without waiting for the 
full 75 per cent. 

The council also approved today, 
by a vote of 652 to 277, a resolu- 
tion asking “the widest support 
and adherence” of all of its 
churches to the new church, 

It declared the council recog- 
nizes “the possibility of various 
types of relationghip to the United 
Church of Christ,” so that each 
local church, whether approving 
the basis of union or not, “may 
be free to maintain or establish 
such relationships to its associa- 
tion, conference, and to the gen- 
eral synod; as may be mutually 


agreeable.”

In urging popular support of the 
proposed ordinance, Mrs. Richard 
Hoffman, vice president of the 
league, said the new bill would 
not only afford protection to the 
home owner, but would also pro- 
vide for the expansion of both 
commerce and industry. 

“We do not hold the ordinance 
is perfect, nor do we believe that 
every individual or organization 
can expect all their recommenda- 
tions to be included in the Dill,” 
she said. “However, we have to 
have the best possible solution 
for the greatest number and an 
ordinance which will offer the 
most advantages to our city. We 
feel the proposed ordinance an- 
swers a definite need.” 

Mrs. Hoffman pointed out that 
many home owners have “no feel- 
ing” of economic security because 
the value of their property de- 
clines under the present 23-year- 
old law. One of the reasons for 
the migration of former residents 
of the city to St. Louis county is 
“our outmoded” zoning ordinance, 
she erted. 

Milton H. Eckhardt, vice pres- 
ident of the General Council on 
Civic Needs, also announced that 
organization’s approval of the 
proposed law. He said the ordi- 
nance would “greatly benefit” the 
city. 

The five-member committee 
heard recommendations from 19 
persons and took their requests 
under advisement.

‘It Is Dangerous to Count 
on Decisive Knockout in 
First Round, Army 
Chief Says. 


BOSTON, Feb. 5 (AP) — Gen. 
Omar Bradley says the United 
States would gamble with survival 
by counting on air power alone to 
defeat the enemy in another war. 

“To survive,” he said, “the 
United States must be prepared 
instantly to gear its counter- 
attack to a war of increasing vio- 
lence, a war of growing inten- 
sity, and a war of widening 


global dimensions.” 

He told the third national In- 
dustry-Army Day Conference last 
night that at the instant of ag- 
gression “the United States must 
— a force of its strategic 

0 ve against the enemy’s 
heartland.” * 


But however savage this 
tack might be,” he added, “it 
dangerous for us to count on a 
decisive knockout in the first 
round, for the concentration of 
this initial air offensive must di- 
minish as we dip deeper into the 
stockpile of our atomic bombs.” 

The Price of Victory. 

The Army chief of staff said 
that he is convinced that if the 
United States is driven into an- 
other war “we shall once more be 
forced to gain the inevitable vic- 
tory over our dead bodies—those 
of our soldiers on the ground.” 

“If we are to construct air 
power at the fatal expense of 
ground and naval arms,” he ad- 
ded, “then we may foolishly be 
forced to desert our allies and 
forsake our capacity to wage a 
sustained war.” 

Gen. J. Lawton Collins, vice 
chief of staff, said the Army 
hopes to be able to move whole 
infantry divisions by air, and fly 
heavy artillery along with them. 

He said in an interview at the 
conference that “it is the prime 
concern of the Army to make in- 
fantry airborne so that it will be 
possible to take a standard infan- 
try division and move it by air.” 

He said the Berlin airlift has 
taught valuable lessons in mass 
aircraft handling and mainte- 
mance under unusual weather 
conditions. 

Record Steel Capacity. 

United States Steel president, 
Benjamin F. ,Fairless, told the 
conference that the nation should 
have “an all-time record steel-) 
making capacity of 98,000,000 tons 
by the end of 1950.“ He said that 
the steel industry is “determined 
to do its full share in meeting the 
needs of the country.” 

The nation, he added, was built 
to “the highest rank in world af- 
fairs” by “our system of respon- 
sible private initiative or Amer- 
ican way of life.” 

“If there be in any quarters a 
disposition to yield to the en- 
chantment of foreign ideologies, 
soc or communism,” he 
added, “let the tempted call the 
roll of the nations, one by one, ap- 
praise their situations and judge 
the merits of the respective sys- 
tems by the evidence revealed.

CLEAR COLD KODIAK 
WATER FOR LANDING

KODIAK ISLAND, Alaska, Feb. 

5 (AP)—Navy “frog men”—mem- 
bers of Underwater Demolition 
Teams are braving the near-freez- 
ing waters of Alaska with the 
same skill they used in the South 
Pacific in World War II. 
The cold, wet weather chosen 
for the forthcoming “battle of 
Kodiak island” means nothing to 
these rugged young men. They ve 
already swum at the north and 
south poles—in 28-degree water 
that froze to slush as they moved 
through it. 

Garbed in rubber suits, the 
“frog men” have made reconnais- 
ganc: landings on three  ice- 
rimmed beaches which naval am- 
phibious forces plan to attack. 
They roll into the water from a 
boat or submarine, and swim be- 
neath the surface to shore. When 
they encounter reefs, mines, or 
man-made obstacles which would 
damage landing craft, they return 
to the spot with explosives.
